Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/9/2006 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a display strip in combination with 
bags, wherein the strip comprises a substrate and a sealant layer composed of EVA and a 
tackifier, wherein: (1) wherein the sealant layer tears before the surface of the bags (claim 1); (2) 
wherein the display strip has a polyethylene layer between the substrate and sealant layers (claim 
9); (3) the EVA in the sealant layer has the recited melt flow rate and wherein the bags are also 
coated with a sealant (claim 15); (4) wherein the display strip has the recited holding 
characteristics (claim 20). 

The double patenting rejection has been withdrawn in view of the Terminal Disclaimer 
filed 2/9/2006.
